David Walkinshaw, representing the Symmes Advisory Committee, and members of the Board reviewed procedures 
that might be followed to select consulting assistants to help understand the best way to redevelop the site.

Following an extensive discussion, it was agreed that David Walkinshaw would review the possibilities with the 
Symmes Advisory Committee. 

The staff reviewed the results of the bidding for the storm drainage at Reeds Brook and recommended that 
the contract be awarded to the apparent low bidder. Kevin OBrien and Alan McClennen recommended that Albanese 
D&S Construction of Malden, MA, the low bidder, at $2,745,000 be awarded the contract for drainage improvements at 
Reeds Brook; unanimous vote in favor.
